Almost totally state-funded, the 
program in this district now boasts 76 
teachers, 30 teachers’ aids and 14 
supportive staff members.

Pregnant students and children 
forced to remain at home due to 
illness for more than 30 days also 
receive their education as part of the 
Plan A program. 
Severely retarded children attend 
classes in the very specialized 
Richardson and Garland cooperative 
centers. Many multiply handicapped 
students are housed in the Loving 
Care Center in Garland. 
In other action at last night’s 
m eeting, C ham ber of Com m erce 
representative Forrest Moore per­ 
suaded the School Board to invest

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Gas Shortage Ups Fertilizer Prices

After a year of steady 
decline, fertilizer prices last 
fall 
averaged 40 percent 
lower than a year before. 
Hoping for further decline, 
farm ers 
all 
across 
the 
country held back from 
buying. Now, it looks like 
those that want to fertilize 
waited too long. 
Only in South Texas and 
along the Gulf Coast have 
Texas fields been fertilized 
for planting In a few weeks, 
fertilizing will start on the 
High Plains Then, as spring 


comes on, dem and for fer­ 
tilizer will rise northward up 
the Midcontinent. 
Demand is not apt to in­ 
crease as much as it has in 
recent years, however. Last 
summer, with prospects for 
farm prices good, Texas 
growers 
alone 
put 
down 
215,000 tons more fertilizer 
than the sum m er before. 
Because of the drouth, 
most farm ers will not be 
able to fertilize as much this 
year. Nor, with grain prices 
off, will there be the need to 
push their production 
But the fertilizer industry 
would have been strained to 
meet the usual demand Cold 


Higher Grain, Food Prices Seen 


w eather 
th at 
paralyzed 
industrial production in 17 
states brought the fertilizer 
industry 
all 
sorts 
of 
problems. Especially hard 
hit are ammonia plants, the 
main 
source 
of 
nitrogen 
fertilizer 
The biggest problem has 
been the av ailab ility of 
natural gas. 
Ammonia 
plants 
nearly 
always lose some production 
in cold weather when gas is 
diverted from industrial 


users. One week in January 
last year, for example, they 
lost 12,000 tons of potential 
output. 
But 
in 
the 
corresponding week this 
year, they lost nearly four 
times that much. The next 
week, they lost at least 60,000 
tons. Some estimates go as 
high as 70,000. 
Because of the importance 
of 
fertilizer 
to 
crop 
production, ammonia plants 
have the highest priority 
given industrial users. As 


soon as gas is available 
again, the flow to ammonia 
plants resum es. But as cold 
weather drug on this winter, 
deliveries of natural 
gas 
were interrupted longer than 
usual. And larger areas were 
affected 
About the only plants not 
hard hit by tne gas hsortage 
were 
in 
Texas 
and 
Louisiana. And even among 
these plants based on in­ 
trastate gas, some did not 
have the feedstock to keep 


up with their schedules.^ 
All told, the fertilizer in­ 
dustry has probably lost half 
a million tons of output 
already this winter. And the 
loss could reach a million 
tons by warm weather. That 
would wipe out most of the 
increase in production that 
had been expected this year. 
The industry has been 
expanding 
its 
am m onia 
capacity for the past three 
years. Increase in demand 
for farm products in 1973 


brought increased demand 
for fertilizer that sharply 
boosted prices of nitrogen 
fertilizer in 1974 and 1975. 
These higher prices, in turn, 
brought rapid expansion of 
the capacity to make am ­ 
monia. 


By early 1976, the nation’s 
a m m o n i a 
p r o d u c i n g 
capacity had been pushed to 
20,1 million tons a year. That 
was 1.3 million more than 
just a year before and 
enough to account for the 
year-long decline in 
fer­ 
tilizer prices. 
Failure to reach this level 
of output, however, was only 


partly due to the gas shor­ 
tage. 
Recognizing the critical 
trend in gas supplies, some 
am m onia producers had 
already 
equipped 
their 
plants for shifts to other 
fuels, like coal and heating 
oil. But supplies of these 
fuels also turned critical as 
cold weather continued. 
In some states, exceptions 
had to be m ade for use of 
l o w - g r a d e 
c o a l . 
Everywhere, heating oil was 
hard to come by. 
O ther 
problem s

a m m o n i a 
production.

Dear Dr. Greenstone, Are there any guidelines that I can 
follow as I try to evaluate whether or not my marriage will 
be successful? 
Dear Reader: A major consideration, as we look at the 
question of, “What are guidelines to a 
successful 
m arriage?”, is the idea that marriages are unions between 
human entities. As such, both parties to the marriage have 
needs, desires, aspirations and hopes that they each hope 
will come to fruition. Often, the state of marriage itself, or 
the marriage partner, is seen as the agent by which these 
dreams will be furnished. And perhaps, to some degree, a 
spouse does provide for some of these desires. 
Contrary to what we are popularly taught or lead to 
believe, however, another person cannot fulfill in us those 
wants and needs which are really unresolved areas within 
our own psychological makeup. This we have to do for 
ourselves if it is to be done at all. 
One of the most serious elements of much of the marital 
difficulty that I see in my office revolves around this point. 
What one spouse perceives that he is not fulfilling in his own 
life, he often blames the other partner for. “She should do 
this,” or “He ought to be doing that,” often rings loud and 
clear in very early sessions. 
A closer look often reveals a lack of personal self 
awareness, and deep feelings of personal failure and often 
desolation. Many marriages are entered into with the 
unrealistic expectations of what the marriage partner will 
do to fulfill those heretofore unfulfilled parts of his spouse's 
life. What is obviously overlooked is that no person other 
than yourself can ever put your life together for you, and 
conversely, you cannot do it for someone else. 
Success in a marriage implies a relationship that is 
healthy psychologically. And psychological health of a 
marriage is dependent on the emotional health and well 
being of the partners as individuals. 
Marriages do not make healthy individuals. Quite to the 
contrary. Healthy, mature individuals who are aware of 
themselves and who are willing to take personal respon­ 
sibility for their own lives are required in order to create an 
emotionally healthy marital union. Only when two people, 
first as individuals, realize that their own personal success 
or failure is not determined by anyone else but themselves, 
and that they alone must order and guide their own lives 
either in or out of marriage, will the union that they choose to 
form be likely to succeed. 
Take time to examine your own needs and expectations of 
self. What are they? What do you want? What are you doing 
to get what you want? What feelings or lack of fulfillment 
are you currently experiencing, and what are you doing to 
try to resolve these M in g s and to be fulfilled? 
Ask yourself to what degree you are looking to yourself for 
solutions to your problems rather than to your spouse or 
yow marriage. As important as good marital relationships 
are, it certainly seems well worth the time to develop them 
on firm footing. 
This footing, however, is not a natural result of a marriage 
ceremony, but rather the product of an on-going personal 
attempt to be aware of ourselves and to take responsibility 
for our own behaviors. To this end, not only will marriages 
be likely to succeed, but also will we as individuals ex­ 
perience the success that we are looking for.

With Preparation 
Cold Camping Okay

NEW YORK (UPI) — 
Camping in the winter can 
be an enjoyable experience, 
but planning ahead is an 
important factor. 
Those who have camped in 
the cold in seasons past note 
that most campgrounds are 
less crowded and there are 
no bothersome insects. And 
nothing 
can 
be 
more 
cheerful or heartwarming to 
them than a roaring camp­ 
fire on a cold night. 
During a normal winter, 
most cold-country campers 
will head for areas where 
they may ski, ice skate, 
drive snowmobiles, hunt or 
fish through the ice. 
In the warm areas, such as 
Florida and the lowest tier of 
the South, Southwest and 
Far West, the greatest at­ 
traction can be the mild 
temperatures, which will 
permit golfing, boating, 
tennis and other outdoor 
recreation that cannot be 
enjoyed in the snow. 
Kampgrounds of America, 
Inc., the nation’s largest 
campground association, 
has almost 200 locations in 
the north and Canada that 
remain open during the 
winter. 
Among them are camp­ 
grounds at Sun Valley, 
Idaho; Aspen, Colo.; Lake 
Placid, N.Y.; Michigan and 
the White Mountains of New 
Hampshire. The cost of 
camping in these sites and in 
state parks is considerably 
below the rates charged by 
nearby resorts and motels. 
For instance, a family of 
four would pay an average of 
only about $6 a night at a 
KOA campground in a 
winter resort area. 
The thought of outdoor 
camping may be too chilling 
for comfort for those who 
have never roughed it in the 
cold. 
However, 
sub-freezing 
temperatures do not bother 
veteran winter campers 
because they are prepared 
for the worst weather and 
accept it as part of the ad­ 
venture. 
Preparedness is the key to 
happy winter camping. 
Here are some tips: 
If you are a chronic 
complainer or cannot stand 
the cold, forget it. You will 


be unhappy and make 
everyone 
around 
you 
miserable. 
If you want to go, or think 
you want to, get a KOA 
directory, 
or 
a 
Rand- 
McNally Campground and 
Trailer Park Guide, or a 
Woodall directory, to find 
out which campgrounds 
remain open during the 
winter. 
After choosing a camp­ 
ground, telephone or write 
for a reservation and ask 
whether water and elec­ 
tricity are available. 
Make 
sure 
your 
recreational vehicle is in 
proper condition and that 
you have enough bottled gas 
to keep the inside area warm 
and protect the gas lines and 
water pipes from freezing. 
Put antifreeze in the kitchen 
sink drain and holding tanks. 
Take along a rucksack or 
ditty 
bag 
to 
carry 
a 
flashlight, Thermos bottles 
filled with hot soup and 
coffee, a change of socks, a 
compact Space Emergency 
Blanket, matches and food 
snacks on those occasions 
when you may be away from 
the campsite for several 
hours. 
Take a sufficient amount 
of clothing to keep warm, 
preferably garments that 
can be put on in layers and 
taken off one at a time if the 
temperature rises.

s e l f - c o n t a i n e d 
recreation vehicle is the 
most practical camping unit 
because it has all the 
comforts of home. 
Those who prefer to rough 
it in “pop-ups” and con­ 
ventional tents may be in­ 
convenienced if water lines 
in the campsite have been 
cut off. They should bring 
enough water to last during 
the trip and enough white 
gas for their Coleman 
catalytic stoves to keep the 
inside warm if electricity is 
not available. 
When proper precautions 
are taken, the weather 
should not be a problem. 


IOO Years Needed

U PI Family Editor 
Some of 1975’s first time 
gardeners who dropped out 
in 1976 are expected to pick 
up their hoes and rakes 
again this year. 
Observers 
base 
their 
prediction on several fac­ 
tors, including the severe 
winter 
weather 
that 
devastated 
commercial 
vegetable farms and or­ 
chards in 
Florida 
and 
brought sharp price in­ 
creases for some fresh 
produce. 
Home 
vegetable 
gar­ 
dening peaked in 1975, when 
34.9 million 
households 
began growing their own 
vegetables to offset high 
prices at the supermarket. 
That was 49 per cent of all 
United States households, 
according to a Gallup poll 
done for Gardens for All, a 
non-profit organization for 
community and cooperative 
gardening. 
Last year, the figures 
dropped to 32.1 million, or 44 
per cent. 
The garden seed industry 
expects an upswing after 
last year’s leveling off. 
“We think the cost of 
commercial vegetables is 
going to go so high it is going 
to attract more people into 
home gardening,” said Jim 
Wilson in a telephone in­ 
terview. Wilson is executive 
secretary of the National 
Garden Bureau in Los Altos, 
Calif., the educational arm 
of the garden seed industry. 
Weather isn’t the only 
factor, he said. 
“Land taxes around major 
cities are getting so high, 
they’re driving truck gar­ 
deners out of business. Small 
farmers are going into less 
labor-intensive crops.” 
Wilson said a lot of 
educational work needs to be 
done to reduce the failure 
rate of young folks who are 
first-time gardeners. 
“We think producing our 
own food is going to become 
a lifestyle as it was two or 
three generations ago,” 
Wilson said. 
He 
also 
said 
flower 
growing appears to be 
gaining. 
“ People 
are 
planting 
flowers in their vegetable 
gardens, fast growing an­ 
nuals like marigolds.”

Hastings, grandson of the 
founder of a family-owned 
seed company serving 12 
southern and southwestern 
states. 
“What crops they do get to 
the supermarkets are going 
to be expensive. 
He said business has been 
slow recently "... because 
nobody is going to order 
seeds with three feet of snow 
on the ground ... but when 
the weather improves things 
will be picking up around 
here. 
With a peanut farmer in 
the White House, his goober 
seed sales are up. 
“Almost every other order

The device is called the

“ Long-range goals for 
money or position are im­ 
practical and unrealistic,” 
said recruiter Frank R. 
Beaudine,

“There is nothing wrong 
with these desires but they 
are an ineffective approach 
to success.” 
“Willingness to pay the 
price required in terms of 
personal commitment and 
sacrifice to move up the 
corporate ladder” is the key 
to reaching the presidency, 
according to Beaudine, but 
he 
said 
many 
young 
executives look up too far too 
soon. 
“The best career approach 
is to pursue your individual 
talents and interests, focus 
on making the greatest 
contribution (and) reach 
continuously for enlarged 
responsibility,” he said, 
adding that as a person

person is one in a thousand. 
We know who they are but 
you cannot attract them 
unless you have a very good 
situation.” 


achieves short-term goals, 
“the money will follow.” 
Business, said Carl Menk,

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Veterans’ Bills Not Easy

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - In 
1967, Lindon Williams en­ 
tered the Texas House as a 
freshm an, 
waving 
the 
American flag, humming the 
National 
Anthem 
and 
p u s h i n g 
v e t e r a n s ’ 
legislation. 
Ten years later he’s Sen. 
Lindon Williams, D-Houston. 
He still waves the flag and 
hums the National Anthem 
but pushing veterans’ bills is 
not as easy as it once was. 
“It’s no longer popular to 
be a serviceman and wear a 
uniform ,” W illiams said. 
“ Handling veterans’ bills is 
not easy now. After World 
War II and the Korean War it 
was easy — you could pass 
any veterans’ bill.’’ 
Williams, 44, is a member 
of 
three 
veterans’ 
organizations 
— 
the 
American Legion, Veterans 
of Foreign Wars and the 
D i s a b l e d 
A m e r i c a n 
Veterans (although he is not

disabled). He served as a 
sergeant in the Army during 
tile Korean War. 
His Senate colleagues 
often gently jibe his “flag, 
apple pie and motherhood” 
attitude and a reporter once 
said his cufflinks play the 
National 
Anthem, 
but 
Williams accepts it good 
naturedly 
and 
rem ains 
serious in his efforts to aid 
the Texas veteran. 
According to Williams, 
Texas had not done enough 
for its veterans and ranks 
far down on the scale of 
veterans’ benefits compared 
to other states. And he 
makes no excuses for being 
“the veterans’ man in the 
legislature.” 
“To pass anything for the 
veteran now — particularly 
dealing with money — is a 
tough ball game,” he said. 


As a freshm an House 
m em ber 
of 
the 
60th 
L eg islatu re , 
Williams 
sponsored four veterans’ 
bills, all of which were ap­ 
proved, including one giving 
veterans preference points 
on state empoyment exams. 
In the 61st Legislature of 
1969, Williams sponsored 
only one veterans’ bill. He 
sponsored eight House bills 
for veterans in the 62nd 
session, including one of his 
favorites 
— 
providing 
special license plates for 
disabled 
veterans 
and 
exempting 
them 
from 
paying the fees. 
Williams authored 14 vete­ 
rans’ bills in the 63rd Legis­ 
lature, three of them passed. 
Five of his seven veterans’ 
bills 
passed 
the 
64th 
Legislature in 1975, in­ 
cluding a bill to change 


Veterans Day to its original 
date of Nov. ll. 
This year Williams is 
sponsoring 
seven 
bills 
relating to veterans, and he 
expects to have a very tough 
time obtaining approval of at 
least two of them. The two 
proposals would provide tax 
exemptions for buildings 
used 
by 
veterans’ 
organizations. 
“I’m going to run into 
problems with them,” he 
said, slumping on a plush 
couch in his Senate office 
which 
is 
adorned with 
commemmorative 
plaques 
and the state and national 
flags. 
“ They (other senators) 
will think I will be taking tax 
dollars away from 
the 
counties and cities, but they 
shouldn’t be taxed at all 
because they’re nonprofit 


organizations,” he said. 
One of the problems, Wil­ 
liams said, is many people 
have forgotten the sacrifice 
Texas’ 1.6 million veterans 
made to allow them to enjoy 
the “good life” and part of 
his job in the Senate is to 
remind them. 
“ It’s not a popular thing 
now to be in uniform, but I 
rem em ber 
when 
my 
brothers were in the Army in 
WW II,” Williams said, 
somewhat wistfully. “They 
were loved and respected.” 
A Democrat, Williams 
supported President Car­ 
ter’s campaign, but he op­ 
poses 
some 
of 
the 
P resident’s 
policies 
— 
especially granting amnesty 
to draft evaders and his 
proposed defense cuts. 
“ In some areas I think we 
can trim some fat, but I’m 


not for sacrificing our 
country and being a second- 
rate nation in defense,” he 
said. 
“There is a stigma on 
being a veteran now and jobs 
are hard for them to get. The 
public attitude probably will 
stay like it is unless we have 
another crisis such as WWII 
which 
welds 
people 
together,” said Williams, 
who added he does not 
condone war.

Cousteau Series Scheduled 


Environmental Problems Will Be Explored

Jacques-Yves Cousteau has 
temporarily abandoned his 
exploration of the sea in 
order to help son Philippe 
explore the environmental 
problems that threaten the 
planet Earth, man’s oasis in 
space. 
“Oasis in Space” is the 
title of the six half-hour 
docum entaries 
that 
the 
Cousteau 
Society 
has 
produced for PBS, to be 


shown weekly beginning 
Feb. 22 (time slot to be 
decided by local station 
option). 
In 
them 
the 
Cousteaus will examine the 
problems involving food, 
water, energy alternatives, 
industrial 
pollution and 
overpopulation, as well as 
“opening a window on the 
future ” 
“For the future, I am 
hopeful — with a lot of ifs,” 
Jacques Cousteau said in an 
interview, sitting behind a 
desk in his sparsely fur­ 


nished office at the Cousteau 
Society. 
“ I am optimistic because I 
know all the remedies are 
there, to control population, 
provide food, find energy 
al t er nat ives, 
organize 
sharing of resources. 
“The thing that baffles me 
is that we could solve all 
these problems if we wanted 
to. Technology has all the 
solutions on the shelf and 
what makes me pessimistic 
— what makes me talk about 
‘ifs’ — is that nobody wants 


As Crop Saver 
‘Night Sun’ Viewed

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Could the recent freeze 
damage to Florida’s citrus 
and vegetable crops and to 
Brazil’s coffee trees have 
been avoided? 
Perhaps 
— 
by 
night 
sunshine, by placing huge 
clusters of mirrors in orbit to 
reflect sunlight back to 
specific 
areas 
of 
the 
darkened side of Earth. 
That’s the futuristic idea 
of Dr. 
Krafft 
Ehricke, 
longtime space scientist and 
now executive adviser for 
advanced projects at the 
space division of Rockwell 
International, which built 
the space shuttle rocket 
plane for 
the 
National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Administration. 
Ehricke, who left Ger­ 
many at the end of World 
War II with Dr. Wernher von 
Braun, is directing one of 
two $100,000 NASA study 
contracts 
on 
space 
in­ 
dustrialization. The solar re­ 
flector is one of the future 


possibilities looked at. 
He calls it Soletta — small 
sun. There are a lot of dif­ 
ferent possibilities, but one 
idea would be to place such a 
Soletta in a 22,300-mile high 
orbit where its orbital speed 
would 
m atch 
E arth ’s 
rotation and the array would 
remain over one point on 
Earth. 
“ It would be as if the sun 
were to stand still in the 
sky,” Ehricke said in a 
telephone interview from his 
office at Seal Beach, Calif. 
At the stationary orbit 
altitude, a 16,000-square- 
mile cluster of relectors 
would be able to illuminate a 
36,000-square-mile ellipse on 
Earth — enough to cover 
most of the Florida Penin­ 
sula, which was hard hit 
during the recent cold wave 
that swept through the 
South. 
The reflected sunlight 
would not have as much 
energy as sunlight at any 
moment during the day, but 
Ehricke said that during one 


full night an orbital mirror 
could provide an energy 
input equal to eight hours of 
full sunlight. 
On a clear night, 
the 
reflector 
cluster 
would 
appear half as bright as the 
sun, or perhaps as bright as 
the sun appears through a 
thin cloud layer in daytime. 
It would be much brighter 
than the full moon. 
“It is clear that such a 
system 
could 
have 
prevented the night frost in 
Florida as well as in Brazil,” 
Ehricke said. 
“You just 
want to prevent the local 
ground and plants from 
getting very cold.” 
Such a solar reflector 
would be able to direct its 
beam anywhere within its 
sight and thus Ehricke said 
environm ental 
changes 
would be minimized. When 
such a sun reflector was not 
needed to avoid 
freeze 
damage, it could be used to 
enhance food production on 
land or at sea, providing 
“light fertilizer.” 


to reach up on the shelf for 
the solutions.”

It’s only 
fair that he have the op­ 
portunity to develop his own 
personality as well.” 
After 
37 
hourlong 
programs for ABC, why the 
switch to PBS? 
Because 
ABC now is putting those 37 
Cousteau adventures at sea 
into syndication, which will 
be very profitable for the 


network, although Cousteau 
will not gain by it. 
“We have found that once 
our films entered 
syn­ 
dication, it was practically 
impossible to get another 
show of the same nature on 
one of the three commercial 
networks,” he said. 
“In any case, the three 
networks today are com­ 
peting with each other by 
showing — with some ex­ 
ceptions — violence, the 
worst 
possible 
things, 
sensation at all costs. They 
are hysterical about violence 
and 
have 
practically 
e l i m i n a t e d 
d e c e n t 
documentaries. 
“I thought we needed one 
or two years to prepare 
another assault on national 
television.” 
Cousteau hasn’t given up 
adventuring for documen­ 
taries, however. He has 
signed on to produce four 
hourlong adventure shows a 
year for three years, to be 
aired on PBS beginning in 
the 1977-78 season. 
The shows will deal with 
lost civilizations, including 
Minoan Crete to Atlantis, 
which Cousteau described as 
“the best known — perhaps 
not the most interesting, but 
the most famous.”

customers, “ one’s as good as 
a couple of cowhands.” 
While most of Stodgill’s 
day is spent running the 
research foundation, he also 
finds time to devote to his 
thriving personal business — 
raising, training and selling 
puppies to buyers around the 
country. 
As inconveniently located 
as this ramshackle store 
about 50 miles east of Dallas 
is, hundreds of curious 
buyers come each year to 
the Stodghill Ranch to 
browse through more than 
IOO dogs housed in triangular 
dog houses situated on a 
hillside. 
Stodghill specializes in a 
number of what he calls 
“ cowhogdogs” — English 
Shep h erd s, Border Collies, 
Catahoula Leopard Hounds, 
Australian Cattle Dogs — 
and will part with one for 
$100 to $400 dollars each. 
It is the development of 
rugged, working dogs that 
has made Stodghill's ARF so 
successful — and placed the 
organization squarely at 
odds with the venerable 
American Kennel Club. The 
AKC refuses to register ARF 
dogs. 
Stodghill recalls how a 
disagreement with the AKC 
back in the 1950s induced him 
to found ARF. 
“ What really pushed us 
into it was competition. We 
were led to believe that if we 
had IOO dogs with 
five- 
generation pedigrees, they 
(AKC) would register em’,” 
Stodghill explains. 
“ Then we got a letter from 
the AKC president telling us 
not to tell people that our 
dogs would ever be AKC 
registered. So, when they did 
that, well, we had so many 
people depending on us, we 
had to set up the Animal 
Research Foundation to 
register everything.” “ My 
business,” he says peeking 
out from underneath his 
soiled, white Stetson hat, “ is 
strictly for the working 
people, and you'd be sur­ 
prised how many are doc­ 
tors, 
lawyers 
and 
veterinarians 
— 
the 
moneyed people who are the 
backbone of the country as 
the cattle raisers.” 
Stodghill’s association now 
boasts 435 certified dog 
breeders who have paid a $25 
due " th join the f& eirch 
foundation. Stodghill also 
has at his fingertips pedigree 
records of dogs and other 
animals owned by some 3,000 
to 4,000 persons. 
The ARF founder has 
made a pretty fair living 
raising cattle dogs over the 
past quarter century despite 
the high cost of feeding 
and taking care of his dogs 
and their many offspring. 
Stodghill says his best 
financial deal was “ when I 
sold $1,800 worth of dogs in 
one day. I once sold IO 
Catahoula leopard hounds to 
a rancher in Venezuela (a 
member of the South Texas 
George Parr fam ily) 
for 
$3,000,” he says. 
Does he w orry about 
competition? 
“ Oh, we’ve had ll or 12 
start up in the past 20 years, 
although 
not 
many 
in 
Texas,” he says. “ They’re 
more apt to lose money than 
make money because you 
need to do a large volume of 
business.” 
Innovative plans continue 
stewing beneath Stodghill’s 
soiled Stetson. 
“ If I get more money, I 
would like to set up a dog 
training school here where 
people could learn how to 
feed and train dogs properly. 
It would be sort of an 
educational facility” 
If past successes are any 
guide, it should be just a 
matter of time before a 
school attended by humans, 
dogs and cattle sprouts on a 
pasture somewhere with 
Professor 
Stodghill 
in 
charge.

NEW YORK (UPI) - It 
was 2 o’clock in the morning. 
Bright moonlight silhouetted 
the great gaunt volcano in 
what was then the Congo. 
And rising up out of the 
ground mists was a stark- 
white figure. 
Wearing 
only 
jockey 
shorts, John Goddard, ex­ 
plorer 
and 
world 
ad­ 
venturer, had just crawled 
out of his sleeping bag. To 
the African woman a short 
distance away, the silent 
figure looked pretty spooky. 
She dropped to her knees and 
began to sob and wring her 
hands in anguish. 
Goddard 
recalled 
the 
incident during an interview 
following a film lecture at 
the Union Club. “I couldn’t 
sleep and I was enjoying the 
night air,” Goddard said, 
laughing. “ I still didn’t have 
my tan, and I’m sure she 
thought I was a spirit or a 
ghost because I wasn’t 
making a sound. So I started 
whistling loudly and went 
back to my sleeping bag. But 
I was lucky not to get a spear 
thrown through me.” 
Goddard 
gained 
in­ 
ternational recognition in 
1950 when he explored the 
entire length of the 4,160- 
mile-long Nile River. His 
book detailing the adven 
ture, ‘‘Kayaks Down the 
Nile,” will be published this 
spring. 
The Nile trip was No. I on a 
list of 127 boyhood goals that 
he had written down when he 
was 15, the pursuit of which 
he has turned into a lively 
career. 
The accomplishments to 
date number 105, including 
reading the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, some 31 million 
words in 24 volumes; ex­ 
ploring the entire length of 
the Congo River; and flying 
a jet fighter at twice the 
speed of sound. 
He has milked a rat­ 
tlesnake, has ridden a killer 
whale, has built his own 
telescope and has read the 
Bible from cover to cover. 
He 
has 
climbed 
Mt. 
Kilimanjaro, the Matterhorn 
and six equally difficult 
mountains; has explored the 
wilds of New Guinea, Borneo 
and Brazil; and has gone 
skin diving in the coral reefs 
of the Red Sea. 
Goddard, 
who lives in 
LaCanada, Calif., with his 
second wife and two of his 
five children, has traveled 
through 114 countries on 13 
expeditions 
around 
the 
world. He finances all his 
own expeditions, does all his 
own filming and editing. 
At 52, he feels he has “a 
good 35 years left” to cover 
the rest of the items on the 
list. 
“Every day should be 
some sort of an adventure — 
whether it be intellectual, 
cultural 
or 
physical 
growth,” he says. He also 
feels “there is too much 
emphasis on age in this 
country.” Lowell Thomas, 
“who is, what, 86, and who 
will never be old,” is among 
“one of the most dynamic 
and youthful human beings 
I’ve ever known,” he said. 
Exploring China’s 3,400- 
milelong Yangtze River is 
Goddard’s next goal. He 
would like to make it a joint 
operation, he said, “as a sort 
of bridge of friendship 
between our two countries.” 
With a team of roughly six 
Chinese and six American 
a n th ro p o lo g ists 
and 
cinem atographers “ we 
would trace the entire length 
of the Yangtze, exploring, 
filming, 
collecting 
and 
making a TV documentary 
that would possibly be six 
hours in length.” To make 
the trip he needs a five- 
month visa. “ Ideally the 
month to start would be 
May,” he said. “You can’t do 
it in the winter because it 
goes through some pretty 
high elevations. One of the 
sources is in Tibet and it 
goes through deep canyons 
with big rapids.” 
Goddard has had some 
close calls in his travels. He 
has been chased by Egyptian 
river pirates, has flamed out 
in a jet plane while landing, 
resulting in a touchdown at 
210 miles an hour, and has 
had his kayak overturn in 
the rapids of the upper 
Congo. He lost his partner, 
Jack Yowell, a white African 
from 
Nairobi, 
in 
that 
mishap. Yowell was 36. But 
Goddard himself “has been 
exceedingly lucky. 
I’ve 
never been knocked out, I’ve 
never broken a bone in 
crackups of planes, cap­ 
sizing or in falling off cliffs 


— even in wiping out in a ski 
accident.” 
Trim and athletic, God­ 
dard watches his calories. “I 
believe you should lose a half 
a pound for every year past 
35.” 
Goddard walks at least 
two or three miles every day 


Explored The Nile; Rode A Whale 


and jogs a mile every night. 
“But I do it every night.” He 
only takes “up” elevators if 
it is more than 12 flights. He 
can walk down 40 flights in 


less than four minutes, he 
said. 
A Mormon, Goddard feels 
that life is precious, time is 
precious, and that you 


should try to utilize it “to 
grow and develop and then 
express any talent you may 
have for the benefit of 
others. 


“People call me an ad­ 
venturer and in a way they 
put me in a class with Evel 
Knievel and the daredevils 
and stuntsters. And I resent 


that. 
His 
(Knievel’s) 
philosophy of adventure is as 
a showoff, to impress, to be 
an exhibitionist.” 
Goddard is a member of 
the Explorer’s Club of New 
York, among others. He has 
logged more than one million 
land, sea and air miles, but 


to find adventure he doesn’t 
have to go any farther than 
the corner library, he said. 
“I can walk to a section of 
subjects 
that 
I’m 
not 
familiar with and I can 
spend five hours reading and 
come out absolutely ec­ 
static.”

Adventurer Goddard Has Done It All 
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‘Whis-Skiers’ 
Ranks Grow

Ski instructors, ski patrol, 
lift 
operators, 
lodge 
workers, they admit it. They 
are fascinated by them. 
The ones who come NOT to 
ski. 
They have watched them 
every season. But now, a 
UPI check of ski areas coast 
to coast indicates their 
num bers 
are 
rapidly 
growing. Many swinging 
singles — and some not so 
single — have discovered ski 


lodges are an alternative to 
urban singles bars. 
“Oh yes, we get them," 
said Barbara Harrison at 
New Jersey’s Vernon Valley- 
Great Gorge, only 50 miles 
from Manhattan. “We call it 
skiing the bar " 
“We refer to them as 
chalet skiers," said Fred 
am ino, who runs Alpine 
Valley 
in 
southeast 
Wisconsin. “They come to 
meet people of the opposite 
sex. We’ve got dancing, a lot 
of disco and some live en­ 


tertainment. 
“Of course we’re glad to 
have their business. We 
encourage it." 
But decorum is m ain­ 
tained. 
he 
said. 
“ No 
rowdyism. Why, I’d even let 
my daughter come to our 
bar." 
At Alpine Meadows near 
Lake Tahoe, Calif., the ski 
school instructors call them 
“whis-skiers.” 
“Being a whis-skier can be 
dangerous," said one of the 
bronzed and blond young 


men. “Would you believe a 
broken ankle from falling off 
a bar stool during the Rose 
Bowl game?” 
At 
New 
Hampshire’s 
Waterville Valley, Bill Bath­ 
man says, “A very pretty 
woman came to the ticket 
window the other day. 
‘How’s the skiing?’ she says. 
‘Great,’ I say. ‘How much?’ 
she asks. $12.’ ‘Can I have 
one?’ ‘Sure.’ ‘Now,’ she 
says, 
‘Where’s 
the 
fireplace!” 
Rathman felt, although 


her ski outfit was im­ 
peccable, she was one of 
those who never even con­ 
sider actually skiing. 
But at Boyne Mountain in 
northern Michigan, Howard 
Erickson says, ‘‘Most people 
come here to really ski. The 
real question is, how much 
time they devote to skiing 
versus the time they devote 
to indoor activities.” 
At Mammoth Mountain in 
the High Sierras, 300 miles 
north of Los Angeles, Pam 
(surname 
withheld), 
a 
secretary deft at by-passing 
whis-skiers’ passes, defines 
them: 
“ Those 
just-too-suave 
guys that come in pairs; that 
flaunt their this-year’s ski 
wear and wham anyone in 
sight with the not-yet- 
scratched skis they sport on 
their shoulders. 
“Those are the ones I look 
out for,” she says, herself a 
serious skier just married to 
a ski patrolman. 
“They don’t watch where 
they’re going. They’re too 
busy checking out the lift 
lines for good looking women 
who are riding (the chair 
lift) single.” 
All across the nation the 
cry is, “Singles, anyone?” 
It s all perfectly proper, of 
course. Doubling up keeps 
the waiting down. 
Many 
areas insist singles pair up 
— when boarding the lifts. 
“I mean,” said Erickson, 
“would you rather ride up a 
chair lift with a young blonde 
you might get to see later 
that night at the bar? Or 
would you rather ride up 
with some kid or your 
grandma? 
“Besides, ifs a convenient 
place to ask for a date. They 
can say no, but they can’t 
walk away from you. 
“ Hell,” said Erickson, 
“that’s what skiing is all 
about. 
“Guys in their 20s and 30s 
come to Boyne, women the 
same age bracket. They all 
have the same thing in mind. 
They want to ski and then 
find someone to go to bed 
with. 
Pam from Mammoth, a 
former ticket taker, said she 
once set up her boyfriend — 
now her husband — by 
yelling to the lift line, “This 
gorgeous guy wants to know 
if anyone is riding singly” 
Michelle, an Angelino, who 
drove the 630-mile roundtrip 
each weekend to “ ski,” 
delightedly obliged. 
“That’s the last time I did 
that,” says Pam. 
While other areas seek the 
swinging singles action, Bob 
Harris, 
at 
Sugar 
Loaf 
Village in Michigan, said his 
was one of the more family- 
oriented 
resorts 
which 
definitely do not encourage 
such goings-on. 
“There are still Victorians 
in this world, if you know 
what I mean.” 
Orville Slutzky, proprietor 
of New York’s 
Hunter 
Mountain, deep in the heart 
of the borscht belt, said 
times have changed. 
“The gung ho skier of 
yesterday is gone. Today we 
have the more recreational 
skier. Anyway, most of them 
now aren’t in good enough 
condition to ski all day. 
“Your skier, he takes time 
out for a cocktail ... eat ... 
relax.” 
And besides, says Slutzky, 
his bar is a better place to 
meet the opposite sex than 
those Manhattan singles 
joints. 
“Skiers have something to 
talk about — even if it’s just 
equipment or jacket pat­ 
ches. And it doesn’t always 
have to be with the opposite 
sex. 
“There’s something about 
. skiing that just makes 
everyone more outgoing,” 
he said 
Why three couples even 
returned to get married on 
his slopes, he said. 
In Wisconsin, Carmelo 
Oliva, 
who 
runs 
Rib 
Mountain, said what he calls 
“ socializers” 
make 
up 
“maybe IO per cent of our 
business.” 
“Our bar is full of them. 
There seems to be more and 
more non-skiers every day.” 
The non-skier percentage 
is a much higher one-third at 
Pennsylvania’s 
Seven 
Springs, 
says 
Herman 
Dupre, 
who 
also 
had 
something to say about ski 
lodge mixing as against 
other places. 
“They know people they 
meet at a ski resort are 
people of substance. You 
need a few bucks in your 
pocket just to get off the 
(Pennsylvania) Turnpike.” 
Denny 
Johnson 
at 
Caberfae, near Cadillac, 
Mich., said that although 
“the sex syndrome” was a 
definite 
a ttractio n, 
availability of skiing is still a 
necessary ingredient.

There will be a second chance for a 
Happy New Y ear this Friday. On that 
day, the world will leave the Y ear of 
the Dragon and enter the Y ear of the 
Serpent, which is also the year 4675 in 
the Chinese tradition. 
Although the Chinese m any years 
ago 
o ffic ia lly 
changed 
to 
th e 
G re g o rian 
c a le n d a r—the 
one 
A m ericans use—they still celebrate 
festivals based on their ancient moon 
calendar, such as New Year. 
In Chinese com m unities in this 
country, everyone claim s a share in 
the fun of the New Year festival, 
w hether the celebration takes the 
form of firecrackers in the street, a 
parade, a night at the theater w at­ 
ching old legends retold or a family 
reunion. 
The date of Chinese New Y ear 
changes every year, but always falls 
between Jan. 21 and Feb. 19 It arrives 
with the second new moon after the 
w inter solstice (the shortest day of the 
y e a r). 
The Y ear of the Serpent, which 
starts Feb. 18, follows the tradition of 
nam ing the years after constellations 
of the Zodiac in 12-year cycles. In 
order after the Serpent are the con­ 
stellations of Horse, Sheep, Monkey, 
Rooster, Dog, Boar, Rat, Ox, Tiger, 
Rabbit and Serpent. 
The Chinese say if you were born in 
the year of the Serpent, you will be 
deep, quiet and wise. Serpent people, 
the Chinese tell us. are lucky with 
money and never have to worry about 
it. They are kind to others, but not apt 
to be very generous with them . They 
are very determ ined people and hate 
to fail. 
O riental peoples believe that it is 
very lucky for a girl to be born in a 
Serpent year, for she will grow up to 
be both beautiful and intelligent. 
Nowadays, the celebration of the 
New Y ear is concentrated into a few 
days. In days gone by, preparations 
began a m onth in advance activities 
lasted a full month after New Y ear’s 
Day, from new moon to full moon. 
W eeks b efo re th e 
New 
Y ear, 
villages bustled with housecleaning 
activity, befitting the New Y ear as a 
tim e of renew al. Men in m asks and 
w a rrio r 
co stu m e s 
sy m b o lically 
chased pestilence out of the town. A 
villager, garbed as a sorcerer, ran 
through the streets with an ax in hand 
driving out evil spirits. All debts were 
to be paid before the old year ended. 
When evil spirits had been banished 
and creditors satisfied, people turned 
their attention to pacifying m ore 
ben ev o len t 
golds. 
A ccording 
to 


tradition, all gods reported to Yu 
Huangti, 
the 
Jad e 
E m peror 
and 
highest god of all, between the 24th 
day of the 12th month and New Y ear’s 
Day. 
An elaborate farew ell dinner is 
given for one deity, the Kitchen God. 
It consists solely of sweets, so that this 
god will tell the Jade E m peror only 
sweet things about the fam ily with 
whom he spent the year. 
After the m eal, the god, who is 
represented by a paper im age seated 
on a bam boo chariot, is set afire so 
that he rides with the flam es to 
heaven. The cerem ony ends with a 
burst of firecrackers, an essential 
part of every Chinese cerem ony. On 
the fourth day of New Y ear, the 
fam ily places a new im age of the 
Kitchen God in a niche over the 
hearth, but until his return, they enjoy 
freedom from his watchful eye. 
The last days of the old year find 
crowds surging through the streets, 
for

is 
the 
tim e 
when 
the 
traditional 
New 
Y ear’s 
gifts 
are 
purchased—flowers, teas and rare 
fruits. 
The official ending of the New Y ear 
holidays is the F east of Lanterns, 
celebrated on the 15th of the first 
month. The colorful and elaborate 
lanterns a re hung over household 
doors to a ttr a c t p ro sp e rity and 
longevity. 
A m erican fam ilies can also join in 
the celebration of Chinese New Y ear 
by preparing some or all of the 
following Oriental m eals.

I lb. boneless pork

I 12 tbsp, soy sauce

I tbsp, cornstarch

Cover m ushroom s with boiling 
water and soak for 30 minutes. Drain, 
cut off and discard stems; if caps are 
large, cut in half.

cornstarch. 
Combine 
mushrooms, bamboo shoots, carrots, 
peppers, green onions, pea pods and 
water chestnuts and set aside.

Run—don’t w alk—tow ard your 
nearest exit! 
So advises the February issue of 
Family Circle, which recommends 
running as one of the fastest ways to 
physical fitness and figure flattery, if 
you can only rem em ber to take one 
step at a time. 
Some important points to bear in 
mind, according to the article, before 
you take off at breakneck speed in­ 
clude the following: 
Stock up on a pair of general- 
purpose running or training shoes. 
They’re sturdier and have better 
support than regular tennis shoes, and 
are available at chain, sporting good 
or department stores. 
Clothes should be loose so nothing 
binds or chafes you and should also be 
absorbent: You’ll be sweating a lot. 
The best all-round fabric, not sur­ 
prisingly, is cotton. During winter, 
choose layers, not bulk, for warmth. 
For beginners, an indoor track is 
best. You won t have to worry about 
dogs, potholes, cars, uneven surfaces 
or the weather. If you’re looking for 
scenic variety, of course, and the 
inspiration of open sky and air, opt for 
the wide outdoors. 
Never run after eating. You should 
wait at least two hours for food to 
digest, although you may drink as 
much water beforehand as you like. 
Run flat-footed, never on your toes 
or the balls of your feet. If one part of 
your foot must touch the ground first, 
it should be the heel. 
Remember too to relax, keeping 
your body as straight as possible, your 
legs lifted high, your arm s bent so the 
forearms are parallel to the ground. 
Make 
your 
gait 
as 
smooth 
as 
possible—beware of bouncing. 
Always warm up before running. 
You body can’t start working at 
maximum 
efficiency 
without 
any 
preparation, andd sometimes abrupt 
vigorous exercise can even be 
dangerous. 
Back stretches—done by bending 
over at the waist and hanging limp for 
a few minutes—walking or jogging 
very slowly for a few minutes, and 
even a series of sit ups—try to work 
up to 25 or 30—are all good ways to 
warm up. 
Remember too, to warm down after 
running, even if it just means walking 
around on the track for five minutes 
or ambling leisurely home. 
Start any running program slowly. 
Begin at a pace at which you can 
carry on a conversation comfortably, 
and don’t move beyond that level until 


you can do it easily without getting out 
of breath. 
For instance, one approach might 
be to begin with a week of just 
walking. The following week you 
might try running one and one-half 
miles in a half an hour, four tim es a 
week. Gradually increase your speed 
until by the end of six weeks you’re 
covering the sam e distance in 15 
minutes.

NEW YORK 'UPI) 
gas company expert 
recommends Chinese 
frying as one method of 
coping with the natural gas 
shortage in states hard hit by 
winter weather. 
Frances Saunders says 
Chinese stir-frying saves 
fuel because ingredients are 
cut so small dishes cook 
quickly, some in as little as 
IO minutes. Miss Saunders is 
consumer affairs director 
for the Brooklyn Union Gas 
Co. 
She also 
recommends 
using top burners instead of 
the oven. Much more gas is 
needed to heat an oven 
cavity than top burners, 
even if you cook an entire 
meal in the oven, she said. 
Contrary to popular belief, 
in 
many 
situations 
microwave ovens, small 
electrical appliances and 
pressure cookers use more 
energy than conventional 
cooking on range-top bur­ 
ners or in a gas oven. 
She said studies made in 
the gas com pany’s test 
kitchen showed pressure 
cookers reduce cooking time 
considerably, but use almost 
as much fuel to bring the 
food up to pressure as you’d 
need for conventional range- 
top cooking.

Some Claim 
Soft Prices 
For Produce

U PI Family Editor 
Stockpiles of canned and 
frozen fruits and vegetables 
and increased imports from 
Mexico, South America and 
the Caribbean are taking 
some of the pressure off 
fresh 
produce 
prices 
resulting from crop damage 
by winter weather. 
A UPI survey shows some 
markets even are offering 
specials on a few fresh fruits 
and vegetables. 
In Washington. USDA food 
economist Larry V. Som­ 
mers says larger supplies of 
some foods and somewhat 
lower prices on meat could 
result later this year when 
delivery of meat and other 
products, delayed by bad 
weather, reaches stores. 
One Midwestern su p er­ 
market chain reported short 
supplies of more than a 
dozen varipti#»<! of fruit ann 


vegetables, hut ran specials 
on cauliflower (39 cents a 
pound) and California navel 
oranges (23 cents a pound) in 
its Chicago division. 
In Miami, one chain sold 
cucumbers two for 49 cents, 
compared with three for 49 
cents at the sam e time last 
year. Fresh green beans 
were up 20 cents, to 79 cents 
a pound, but local tomatoes 
were only 39 cents a pound. 
In Dallas, 
one 
market 
executive said unseasonably 
cool 
weather 
in 
Mexico, 
heavy demand for Mexican 
produce on the East Coast, 
and too much rain in Texas’s 
Rio Grande 
Valley were 
causing price problems. His 
chain was selling tomatoes 
for 69 cents a pound, com­ 
pared with 49 cents this time 
last year. 
A chain in Washington, 
D.C. was filling in with 
Polifnrnin r»ifr,«c and a r m thor 


in Somerville, Mass., said it 
had enough Florida fruit 
because this year’s crop was 
up 25 per cent before the 
freeze 
occurred. 
Both 
com panies blam ed tran ­ 
sportation 
costs 
for 
somewhat higher prices. 
The 
Som erville-based 
chain reported prices for 
tomatoes, green beans and 
cauliflower up 20 per cent 
from this time last year. 
In New York City, one 
chain’s current price of 59 
cents a bunch on celery was 
unchanged from last year, 
hut cauliflower was $1.19 a 
head, com pared with 89 
cents in 1975-76, and fresh 
green 
bean 
prices 
had 
almost doubled, 
from 
49 
cents a pound to 89 cents. 
In Cincinnati, one chain 
said retail 
prices were 
higher on western produce 
because of higher wholesale 
costs.

Nutritionally, pork is an 
especially rich source of 
thiamine (Vitamin Bl) and 
other B vitamins necessary 
for growth, carbohydrate 
metabolism, and the health 
of digestive and nervous 
systems. Ifs also an ex­ 
cellent source of protein and 
Vitamin A, she said. 
Fresh shoulder and loin

Pork purchased in self-

storage beyond two weeks.

Now that it is time to file income tax forms again, you 
should be aware of changes made by the Tax Reform Act of 
1976. 
One important change relates to sick pay. Previously, the 
law provided that workers who were absent from their job 
because of sickness or injury could exclude up to HOO per 
week from their taxable income for the period of absence. 
The only ones eligible for this benefit now are workers under 
65 years of age who become permanently disabled and are 
forced into early retirement. 
If you have been using your home for business purposes, 
new limits apply to your deductions. The home must be used 
exclusively and regularly as your place of business before 
deductions can be taken. 
A change was made in the capital gains tax. The holding 
period of an asset to qualify for capital gains was increased 
from six months to nine months for 1977 and will be 12 
months in 1978 and later. 
Child care expense provisions are liberalized in the new 
law. Where both husband and wife work, child care expenses 
for children under 15 years of age can be deducted up to a 
maximum of $4,800 per year. This provision is also available 
where one spouse works part time or is a full-time student 
and to divorced or separated parents who have custody of a 
child. 
Allowances for moving expenses are raised in the new law. 
The $2,500 limit for expenses of house hunting and moving is 
raised to $3,000. The 50-mile requirement was lowered to 35 
miles. 
Retirement income credit for persons 65 or older is in­ 
creased. It is to be allowed for earned income in addition to 
pensions and the maximum amount is increased to $2,500 for 
single persons and couples filing jointly where only one 
meets the age requirement. Where both are over 65, the 
maximum is $3,750. 
Many other changes were made in the tax laws. You 
should read .the instructions carefully that came with your 
tax forms. There may be new benefits available that will 
lower your taxes, but the tax forms and instructions are 
actually more complicated and difficult to understand than 
before the changes.

2. Mentally handicapped 
persons do not have more 
criminal tendencies than 
any other group—instead, 
they probably have less. 
3. 
Mentally 
retarded 
children are not predeter­ 
mined sex delinquents. 
4. Mentally handicapped 
can be trained and educated 
to some extent. Many public 
schools today are offering 
courses for mentally and 
emotionally handicapped 
youngsters. 
“Many communities are 
becoming more aware of the 
mentally retarded. Their 
social conscience stimulates 
them to offer services for the 
m entally handicapped. 
Check the situation in your 
locale and see what services 
are Available if you are 
interested in helping the 
mentally retarded.”

shocking,”

Owen, choosing store-brand 
marmalade instead of an 
advertised brand. 
“ Every 
time I come in the prices 
have gone up.” 
A note of desperation is 
creeping 
into 
British 
housewives voices. 
Once 
they viewed food price in­ 
creases as irksome but not 
insurmountable. Now many 
are plainly worried. 
“ I just don’t think many 
women can really keep up,” 


said Celia Burt, a London 
housewife and mother of 
two. 
“ Now we can’t have fresh 
meat much. 
“ Fresh vegetables — I buy 
the cheapest I can find. And 
puddings are a thing of the 
past.” 
Lord Trenchard, president

She 
didn’t get it. 
Last year looked

for 1977. Food subsidies by

WASHINGTON (U P I) -

Coffee experts we talked to 
were astounded that you’re 
apparently getting 600 cups 
of beverage from one pound 
of coffee.

ratio of coffee to water, but 
some people use less coffee 
in percolators than in drip or 
filter pots because per­

D rip and 
filter advocates say their

because the water passes 
through only once, leaving 
the oils behind. 
“ It’s like asking how many

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In Texas 
Weather Goes Wild

— 
Firemen had to free ducks 
frozen to a pond. 
The 
prostitutes turned out in 
longjohns And the “snow­ 
birds” who flock to South 
Texas to avoid Northern 
winters were dismayed by 
the sight of the area’s first 
snowflakes in more than IOO 
years. 
From the plains in the 
Panhandle 
to 
the 
sem itropical Rio Grande 
Valley Texans are shivering 
through the state’s worst 
winter in a century. 
During the worst of the 
winter, temperatures in the 
Lone Star state consistently 
dipped below freezing. North 
Texas had 20 subfreezing 
days during a 23-day span. 
Final records will not be 
compiled for months, but 
National Weather Service 
officials said preliminary 
data shows the state en­ 
during its worst winter in IOO 
years. 
And while the rigors of a 
Texas winter may not im­ 
press 
aM innesota 
lum ­ 
berjack, the cold posed some 
very real problems for man 
and beast in a state ac­ 
customed to sunshine in­ 
terrupted by only sporadic 
winter weather. 
“It’s just not conforming 
with the ordinary," said 
Harold Frost, who spent 31 
years 
recording 
Texas 
weather for the NWS in 
Lubbock, Tex., before his 
retirement. 


“We’ve had many cold 
fronts coming right after 
another. Usually we have 
cold and then a warm spell.” 
In Dallas the abnormal 
cold did what vice squad 
cops have been unable to 
accomplish — chased the 
prostitutes off the streets. 
“ There was definitely 
fewer hookers out during the 
cold spells, but the ones who 
were out were dressed for 
the occasion,” said vice 
in v e s tig a to r 
C a rro ll 
Dickerson. 
“They were wearing their 
woolies.” 
But 
further 
south 
in 
Houston the hookers proved 
a far hardier lot. Police in 
Texas’ largest city snatched 
more hookers off the street 
during January than any 
other previous month. 
In Fort Worth a midaf­ 
ternoon wade through a 
ponds turned out to be a 
chilling experience for some 
ducks — their feet froze 
halfway across. 
A 
touch 
of 
mercy, 
however, kept the ducks 
from being stranded. A fire 
department spokesman said 
calls 
from 
sym pathetic 
citizens outnumbered those 
usually made during a fire. 
“There were so many 
calls, everyone pleading that 
we help the ducks,” said the 
spokesman. 
“ The 
poor 
ducks’ feet were really 
frozen. I don’t believe we’ve 
ever had an emergency call 
of that nature.” 
Fireman broke the ice and 
Cardboard House 
May Be Reality

PULLMAN, Wash (UPI) 
— Hobos for years have 
known the value of card­ 
board. 
They have used it as a 
home, flattened as a mat­ 
tress, stuffed into clothing 
for insulation or burned for 
warmth. 
Now cardboard is being 
studied for light, durable and 
in e x p e n s iv e 
h o u sin g , 
especially in emergencies. 
Unlike the hobos, Spencer 
Wolfe’s architecture class at 
a 
Washington 
State 
University is refining the 
technique. The hope is to 
both design and build a 
strong cardboard structure 
and make it esthetically 
pleasing as well. 
By folding the cardboard 
into 
hollow 
triangular­ 
shaped 
bricks 
called 
tetrahedrons, the students 
increased the strength of the 
cardboard without adding 
much weight. 
The shape of the bricks 
enables them to fasten them 
together in a variety of 
patterns which become the 
basic structure for a port­ 
able building. 
“ Successfully designed 
cardboard structures could 
be 
used 
as 
tem porary 
housing in disaster-stricken 
areas where the need is 
im m ediate 
and 
tra n ­ 
sportation has been inter­ 
rupted,” said Wolfe. 
“ S ev eral 
ca rd b o ard 
housing units could be 
hauled over roads too dif­ 
ficult to tow trailer homes, 
which are currently used for 
disaster relief, then erected 
at the site.” 
A mock up took 150 man 
hours to assemble with each 
tetrahedron or brick costing 
about $1. On a large scale, 
Wolfe said, the time and cost 
would 
be 
drastically 
reduced. 
Regional stockpiles of 
tem p o ra ry , 
em erg en cy 
housing could be m ade 
available quickly. Disaster 
relief agencies could store 
them a small area for use 
when needed. 


Wolfe’s class riveted the 
triangular bricks together to 
make a IO by IO foot struc­ 
ture. The process is similar 
to laying bricks, but rivets 
replace mortar. 
The finished product was 
weatherproofed by applying 
a suitable water sealant. 


freed the birds 
Floyd Cowart, a tow truck 
driver for Bell Wrecker 
Service at Dallas, said the 
four winter storms which hit 
the area during January 
showed Texans could use a 
little more experience in 
driving on frozen streets. 
“People in this part of the 
country aren’t accustomed 
to ice and snow. Mostly, they 
just panic, slam on the 
brakes and skid off the road. 
And if they don’t hurt 
themselves too badly, they 
call us,” Cowart said. 
W.J. Klattenhoff, 77, saw 
his first West Texas blue 
norther more than 60 years 
ago. Klattenhoff, who has 
lived in Slaton, Tex., since 
1911, has to think back to the 
winter of 1912 to remember 
conditions as severe as the 
current weather. 
“You have to remember in 
those days we lived in 
clapboard 
houses 
and 
burned 
cowchips 
and 
mesquite wood to generate 
heat,” the West Texan said. 
“But this is the worst I’ve 
seen.” 
The “ snow birds,” 
the 
retired folks from the North 
who escape the frigid con­ 
ditions of their home states 
each winter to bask in the 
warm climate of the Lower 
Rio Grande Valley, were 
forced to endure something 
unfamiliar to the region — 
traces of snow. 
But even so, 
Florence 
Vrieze of Rochester, Minn., 
a “snowbird” who has spent 
the past nine winters in 
McAllen near the very 
southern tip of Texas, could 
not bring herself to sym­ 
pathize with complaining 
Texans. 
“True, this has been the 
worst winter since I’ve been 
coming here. I haven’t 
gotten as much sunshine as 
I’d like and I haven’t played 
as much golf as in the past. 
But I tell these people 
around here, ‘this is still 
heaven.’ 
“And I tell you what,” she 
said, “I’ll be back next 
year.”
